THE ANTHRACITE 
MUSEUM OF ASHLAND 
The museum emphasizes 
mining and the processing of 
anthracite. Located at 17th 
and Pine Streets in Ashland, 
Schuylkill County, a few 
miles west of I-81 exit 36-W, 
via Rt. 61. Part of the Anthra- 
cite Complex. 


BRANDYWINE BATTLE- 
FIELD An unsuccessful at- 
tempt by the Revolutionary 
army to block British occupa- 
tion of Philadelphia was 
made here in September, 1777. 
On U.S. 1 at Chadds Ford, 
Delaware County. 


POTTSGROVE MANOR 
In 1752, John Potts, a well 
known ironmaster who was 
active in the Revolution, 
began construction of this 
mansion which has lovely 
classical features and 18th 
century furnishings. The 
mansion is on West King Street 
in Pottstown, Montgomery 
County. 


OKION MOWresTeAry 


Morton Homestead is the 17th 
century log home of the 
Swedish grandfather of John 
Morton, signer of the Decla- 


ration. It is located in Pros- 
pect Park, Delaware County, 
on Pa. 420 at Darby Creek. 

At nearby GOVERNOR 
PRINTZ PARK visitors can see 
the site of Printzhof, the 
capital of Swedish governor 
rohan Printz, who settled 

New Sweden in 1638. The Park 
is located a few blocks from 
the junction of Pa. 291 and 420. 


OLD CHESTER COURT 
HOUSE Built in 1724, this 
building has been the court 
house of Chester and Dela- 
ware Counties and the 
Chester City Hall.On the Av- 
enue of the States between 
Fourth and Fifth in Chester, 
Delaware County. 


HOPE LODGE/MATHER MILL 
This beautiful Georgian 

house was named for Henry 
Hope who gave his name to 
the famous Hope Diamond. 
On Pa. 309 near Fort 
Washington, exit 26 of the 

Pa. Turnpike. 


GRAEME PARK 

This unusual and charming 
country house was built 

by Gov. William Keith in 1721— 
2? and sold to Dr. Thomas 
Graeme in 1739. On County 
Line Road, west of U.S. 

611 near Horsham, Mont- 
gomery County. 


WASHINGTON CROSSING 
HISTORIC PARK This is 

the site where Washington’s 
Revolutionary army crossed 

the Delaware River on Christ- 
mas of 1776 and successfully 
counterattacked the British. 
Historic buildings are open. In 
Bucks County, take Pa. 32 or 532. 


PENNSBURY MANOR 

This popular site is the hand- 
some reconstruction of William 
Penn’s country estate. Penns- 
bury is in Bucks County 

near U.S. 1 and 13, south of 
Morrisville, east of Tullytown. 
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
